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STRIKERS BLOW UP CAR WITH DYNAMITE 


M. K. Miller, Ex-City Engineer of 


Oakland, Tells How Eighth-Street 
Bridge Can Be Quickly Opened for 
Traffic at Small Cost. 


EDITOR TRIBUNE: In compliance with your request that I exam- 


ine conditions at the Eighth-street bridge and report to you the facts 
relative to the necessity of blocking* street car and wagon traffic across 
this structure, as has been done for many months past, I beg' to say I 
find upon examination that the site of the old bridge structure has 
been filled in with earth for about three-fourths of its length, the 
wooden structure itself either having been removed or covered with 
earth. 


It is common practice with engineers in repairing or rebuilding 


railway or highway bridges sustaining regular traffic to plan and con- 
duct the building operations with the view to non - interference there- 
with, and I am of the opinion that both street car and wagon traffic 
could in this case have been maintained at nominal expense during the 
progress of the worK above mentioned. 


In its present condition temporary provision for wagon traffic 


across the structure could be made for a few hundred dollars. Garbage 
has been dumped on the earth filling and it would be difficult to con- 
ceive of a more unsightly mess than is presented at this place. 


The Eighth-street bridge has been a public thoroughfare for many 


years, and five or six hundred teams per day passed over it when open 
to travel; therefore the economic loss to the community when closed 
would soon amount to a considerable sum of money.

1W. K. Miller's Suggestions 


EDITOR TRIBUNE: You request me to state just how street car 


and wagon traffic can be speedily restored across the Eighth - street 
bridge (now an embankment for abdUt three-fourths of its length). 
My answer is, in reference to street car service, simply by relaying the 
ties or rails in the usual way and hauling in rocK by train or wagon 
for ballast and macadamizing. 


I understand the embankment, at least for a 'greater portion of 


its width, was built of earth and old macadam, in which case it has suf- 
ficient stability to obviate the need of pile foundation to carry the car 
track. As to wagon trafic, I can see nothing to interfere with immedi- 
ately laying a strip of macadam, preferably of the cheapest refuse rock 
obtainable, which would answer all requirements until permanent- 
ly improved.

•pert for the past two years, Clay Clem- 
ent, playwright, prominent member of 
the dramatic committee of the Lamb* 
Club of New York, and reputed wealth- 
iest actor on the American stage, was 
reconciled on his death bed to the woman

gling- San Francisco chorus girl. 


The couple met and adjusted difficul- 
ties as Clement who. this morning, suc- 
cumbed to uraemlc potoon, lav at tho 
University Hosolta!. His condition was 
cot at first thought to be serious, and 
Mrs. Clemert was In conttant attendance 
at the bedside. The symptoms of poison- 
ing which resulted In his demise asserted 
themselves for the first time three days 
ago, and as her huabaud grew steadily 
worse the wife refused to leave the sick 
room for even a brief period of tlmo.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21 —"It has 


been practically demonstrated that a 
missile can be dropped from an airship 
to strike an\ given spot below," de- 
clared Clifford B Harmon, pilot of 
the Aero Club of America, who has 
Just returned from the West, where 
he took part in the great aviation 
meeting at Los Angeles 
Discussing the possibilities of flying 


*hips In warfare, Harmon declared* 
"With trained 
aviators 
like the 
Wright brothers, Louis Paulhan, Glenn 
H. Curtlss and Hamilton, an aerial at- 
tack on a battleship fleet would be no 
haphazrrd affair. 


DKEADJfATTGHTS OUTCLASSED. 
"Battleships even of the Dread- 
naught class would have no show 
against It. 
A single aeroplane 
can 


carry sufficient explosives to blow a 
fleet to pieces and a trained man 
could land each missile exactly where 
It would be effective. 
"Paulhan proved this during the 
meeting at Los Angeles. 
He took me 
out to sea and showed how easily he 
could hit a battleship a thousand feet 
below. 
Captain Beck of the Signal 
Corps also gave a similar demonstra- 
tion, which I witnessed. 
"While an airshij* could carry on 
one trip all the explosives It prob- 
ably would need to destroy an Invad- 
ing fleet. It could reload quickly If 
necessary. Paulhan. after taking me 
up miles out to sea, returned and 
landed me within three feet of our 
starting point 
This means that the 
machine can be absolutely controlled 
and could leave and return to the de 
fenslve forts without difficulty. 


BATTLESHIPS DEFENSELESS. 
"The battleships would be defense 
less against the airships 
The avla 
tor could easily keep out of eflectiv 
range of any .gun aimed at him. en 
dangering the airship. 
"Added to this, It is extremely hard 


to flre with accuracy at an object In 
the air. I recently tried a. series o: 
experiments with my airship, shoot- 
Ing at It from, the ground while 1 
was going at a fair rate of speed 40( 
or BOO feet In the air 
It was founc 
impossible to make a hit and one o: 
the greatest things about the airship 
for fighting purposes is that It re- 
quires a crew of only one or two men 
who could be a match for thousands 
on sea or ground " 


MAXIM SCOFFS AT IDEA. 


Maxim takes issue with the aviator 


When Harmon's interview was shown 
him today at his Brooklyn home, the 
Inventor at the rapid-fire guns and 
explosives laughed heartily 
"I don't doubt Harmon's statement 


of fact," said he. "but his conclusions 
amuse me 
In the first place knowl- 


edge of the concoction and effects ol 
explosives would destroy any expec- 
tation of annihilating modern war- 
ships with bombs dropped upon their 
decks. 
You could ram 100 pound 
bombs of dynamite on any of them 
all day and scarcely waken the 
marines asleep down in the holds, 
unless they dropped down the smoke- 
stack. 
"The bombs could not be dropped 
from any safe height and have It 
land where it -was Intended. Cap- 
tain Beok'B experiments proved that 
experiments from 300 feet were ac- 
curate. But, Great Scott! what would 
a battleship or even a cruiser be 
doing to that aeroplane only 300 feet 
high before It could get over the 
chip. 
EXPERIMENTS PROVE NOTHUfG. 


"Captain Beck's clever show at Los 
Angeles doeg not appear to me to 
develop any thing of Importance in 
the possibility of landing missiles on 
the decks of warships, even from the 
paltry height of 300 feet. 
You can 


figure out for yourself the fallacy of 
It. That flying machine must travel 
at the rate of at least thirty miles an 
hour to maintain itself In the air. This 
mean* that It must be traveling for- 
ward more than thirty feet per sec- 
ond when the bomb la dropped. 
"The bomb will drop only 100 feet 
during the flrst second and will be 
carried forward fifty feet by the hori- 
zontal momentum acquired by the alr- 
Ihlp. Although its downward motion 
would be accelerated with every sec- 
ond of time, the bomb In dropping 
would move forward 100 feet while

NEW YORK, Feb. 2i.—"It has 


been practically demonstrated that a 
missile c^n be dropped from an airship 
to strike any given spot below," de- 
clared Clifford B. Harmon, pilot of 
the Aero flub of America, who has 
just returned from the West, where 
he took part in the great aviation 
meeting at Los Angeles. 
Discussing the- possibilities of flying 
chips In warfare, Harmon declared: 
"With trained aviators like the 
Wright brothers. Louis Pa.ulb.an. Glenn 
H. Curtlss and Hamilton, an aerial at- 
tack on a battleship fleet would be no 
haphazard affair. 


DREADXAVGHTS OTJTCLASSED. 
"Battleships even of the Dread- 


naug-ht 
against 
carry sufficient explosives to blow a 
fleet to pieces and a trained mar 
could land each missile exactly wher 
it -would be effective. 
"Paulhan proved this during th> 
meeting at Los Angeles. He took m< 
out to sea and showed how easily hi 
could hit a battleship a thousand fee 
below. 
Captain Beck of the Sigma 
Corps also gave a similar demonstra 
tion, which I witnessed. 
"While an airship, could carry on 
one trip all the explosives It prob 
ably would need to destroy an Invad 
Ing fleet, it could reload quickly 1 
necessary. Paulha-n. after taking me 
up miles out to sea, returned and 
landed me within three feet of ou: 
starting point. 
This means that thi 
machine can be absolutely controlled 
and could leave and return to the de- 
fensive forts without difficulty. 


BATTLESHIPS DEFENSELESS. 
"The battleships would be defense- 
less against the airships. 
The avia- 
tor could easily keep out of effective 
range of any .gun aimed at him en- 
dangering the airship. 
"Added to this. It is extremely hare 
to flre with accuracy at an object In 
the air. I recently tried a series of 
experiments with my airship, shoot- 
Ing at It from, the ground while i 
was going at a fair rate of speed 40( 
or 500 feet In the air. It was founc 
Impossible to make a hit and one of 
the greatest things about the airship 
for righting purposes is that it re- 
quires <L crew of only one or two men 
who coukl be a match for thousands 
on sea or ground " 


MAXIM SCOITS AT IDEA. 


Maxim take<! issue with the aviator 
When Harmon's interview was shown 
him today at his Brooklyn home, the 
Inventor erf the rapid-fire guns and 
explosives laughed heartily. 
"I don't doubt Harmon's statement 


of fact," said he, "but his conclusions 
amuse me 
In the first place knowl- 
edge of tho concoction and effects ol 
explosives would destroy any expec- 
tation of annihilating modern war- 
ships with bombs dropped upon their 
decks. 
You could rain 100 pound 
bombs of dynamite on any of them 
all day and 
scarcely waken the 
marines asleep down In the holds, 
unless they dropped down the smoke- 
stack. 
The bombs could not be dropped 
from any safe height and have it 
land where it was Intended. Cap- 
tain Beok'fl experiments proved that 
experiments from 800 feet were ac- 
curate. But, Great Scott! what would 
a battleship or even a cruiser be 
doing to that aeroplane only 300 feet 
high before It could get over the 
ship. 
EXPERIMENTS PROVE NOTHING. 


"Captain Beck's clever show at Los 
Angeles does not appear to me to 
develop any thing of Importance In 
the possibility of landing missiles on 
the decks of warships, even from the 
paltry height of 300 feet 
You can 
figure out for yourself the fallacy of 
it. That flying machine must travel 
at the rate of at least thirty miles an 
hoar to maintain Itself In the air. This 
means that it must be traveling for- 
ward more than thirty feat per sec- 
ond when the bomb la dropped. 
"The bomb will drop only 100 feet 
during the first second and will be 
carried forward fifty feet by the hori- 
zontal momentum acquired by the air- 
chip. Although Its downward motion 
•would be accelerated with every sec- 
ond of time, the bomb In dropping 
would move forward 100 feet while

themselves, and I confidently hope and 
believe that wo will have this year a 
much more complete and accurate regis- 
tration than In any preceding year. 


"As long as the county registration will 


have been reasonably

these registration meetings at a time over 
four months In advance of the election, I 
cannot conceive how candidates for office 
will be embarrassed In obtaining their 
necessary Indorsements." 


COOK AND FOSS IN TILT. 


As soon as Cook had concluded Foss 


took the floor again.

In regard to the proposed legislation 
the functions of Initiation, 
revision 


and subject to proper safeguards of 
delay." 
The King's speech, which had been 


awaited with such Interest, made plain 
that the work of the session would be 
confined to the matter of finance and the 
question of the House of Lords. 
The 


King opened with the usual references 
to the friendly relations «dstln(? with 
foreign powers and dealt at length with 
the establishment of the union of South 
Africa and the approaching visit of the 
Prince of Wales to open the first legisla- 
ture of the United Dominion of South 
Africa. 


The financial estimates for the coming 


year were next set forth. 


DESIRE FOR ECONOMY.

Premier Asquith's interpretation. 


The rather modern expression "In the 


opinion of my advisors," which the King 
seemed to emphasize especially Is a nov- 
elty in a speech from the throne and It Is 
believed the King himself was responsible 
for the Insertion of the phrase with the 
palpable object of dlsassoclatl^t himself 
from the views expressed on behalf of 
the government. This deduction has add- 
ed piquancy to the situation. 


The chamber of the House of Commons 


was crowded to Its capacity when the 
House met for business at 4 o'clock. Up 
to that moment no one could predict with 
any confidence the course of events and 
even as Premier Asquith led the com- 
posite' force into action it appeared un- 
certain whether the guns of his army 
were leveled against the common enemy 
or in the direction of the general him- 
self.

At the last moment, when the re- 
peated declinations of Johnson had apparently eliminated the graft 
prosecution, as a distinctive issue, from the primary campaign, Heney 
came hurrying from Oregon, like Desaix at Marengo, and lo, after 
one interview, Johnson revokes his refusal to be a candidate and the 
committee obediently fell in behind him. 


Mayor Mott, Senator Belshaw, former Mayor Davis and Colonel 


Weinstock promptly went way back and sat down. Heney is master 
of the situation. Senator Belshaw declares himself out of politics, 
plaintively saying, "I was turned down because I was against 
Heney." 


It remains to be seen how the Republican voters of California 


will view the domination of Heney in their party councils and the 
.injection into the campaign, as the absorbing issue, an appeal for 
;p?pular endorsement of certain proceedings in a group of criminal 
"prosecutions local to San Francisco. 


As a protest against bossism and machine politics Mr. John- 


son's nomination is a biting satire. It was forced by bossism of the 
rankest kind and by close corporation machine methods, such as no 
.regular party organization would dare to employ. A small group 
•of men holding repeated meetings in secret have taken it upon them- 
selves to exercise the functions of the Republican electorate of the 
entire State. No effort has been made to ascertain the wishes even 
of the body of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League. That organization 
has now been captured by Rudolph Spreckels and Francis J. Heney, 
who are avowedh- determined to reduce the higher courts of the 
State to submission to their commands and desires.

York Hall of Fame. When Poe was on previous occasions disqual- 
ified for entrance into the literary Valhalla, it was stated by those 
vested with the august responsibility of conferring immortality 
upon the immortal that the morals of the author of "The Raven" 
were too unsanitary for respectable company. 


Now comes Chancellor MacCracken with another reason for 


the exclusion of Poe from the list of American immortals. He says: 
"The fact is overlooked by many that the 100 electors are not to 
name men who ought to be famous, but they are first to make up a 
roll, each for himself, of Americans who are already famous in the 
accepted sense of famous." 
* 


In other words, Poe is not famous, and is therefore excluded 


from the Hall of Fame. After hearing this explanation, one won- 
ders how Some of the other fellows got in there. But what has 
become of the morals consideration? Is the wholesome theory that 
good literature can only be written by good people to be summar- 
ily abandoned ? 


Heretofore the bestowers of immortality held firm to the or- 


thodox theory that fame can only be achieved, inherited or confer- 
red on the virtuous, but it seems that they have backslidden: It is 
now asserted that Poe is not famous because he was infamous, but 
that at some future time—say 200 years hence—he may become 
sufficiently celebrated to be considered famous.

It Is strange the approach of the 


mysterious wanderer has not set the 
superstitious to prophesying: the end 
of the world. Perhaps the country 
has been too busy figuring out how 
to make rice answer the purpose of 
beefsteak in this era of high prices 
to pay much attention to the comet. 


At any rate the comet has been 


hanging around only a few million 
miles away for a month or so with- 
out creating any excitement. To the 
naked eye It is still invisible. Through 
a'telescope it is a soft, white, filmy 
thing about as formidable looking as 
the fluffy seed globule of a dandelion 
floating on a summer breeze. 


What 'the comet has needed to stir 


up a sensation Is a press agent. Pro- 
fessor Edwin Booth of the department 
of chemistry In the University of Cal- 
ifornia has just thrown himself Into 
the breach in this capacity.

his startling utterance: 


If the astronomers 
are right In 


estimates of the amount of cyanogen 
gas in the tail of Halley's comet, the 
passage of the earth through the 
comet's tall may be disastrous. 
All 


the life on earth would be snuffed 
out if a sufficient quantity of this cy- 
anogen gas unites with the hydrogen 
of this planet's atmosphere. 
Their 


union would form the deadly gas 
known as hydrocyanic acid gas, the 
most deadly poison known to science. 


This. Is cheerful, but not altogether 


convincing. Several astronomers have 
expressed the opinion that our pass- 
age through 
the comet's tall will 


cause only a temporary dimming of 
the 
earth's 
atmosphere.

Burokhalter of the Chabot observa- 
tory in California, a neighbor) of 
Professor Booth's, declares there Is 
very little gas In the comet's tall and 


comet's visit will not endanger 
the 
life. 


Several years ago there was gener- 


al excitement throughout the civiliz- 
ed world over the announcement of 
astronomers that the earth and a 
comet were about to collide. When the 
earth reached a point where the wise 
men said the collision* would take 
place, the comet was millions of miles 
directly beneath It. It was traveling 
on a plane far beneath the plane of 
the earth's orbit. This was a little de- 
tail the astronomers had failed to 
figure out. 


The failure of this comet to live up 


to the advertisements and kill us all 
may be, In a way, responsible for the 
present lack of interest In Halley's 
comet. Then, too, the earth has Just 
finished with Dr. Cook and Is inclined 
to be a bit suspicious. 


But certainly the passage ot the 


earth through the comet's tall will be 
a unique experience. Probably that Is 
all It will be.—Chicago Inter-Ocean.

BERKELEY, Feb. 21.—That any pos- 


sible danger can result to the earth from 
the approach of Halley's comet Is denied 
absolutely by the Rev. Father George M 
Searle, newly appointed head of tho Uni- 
versity 
of California organization of 


Catholic students, the Newman club, and 
an astronomer of International reputa- 
tion 
Father Searle was the first astro- 


nomer to predict that Halley's comet will 
mss between the earth and the sun on 
this visit, and has made a very careful 
study of the celestial wanderer. He de- 
clares that a shower of rain might do 
more damage than the passage of the 
earth .through the tail of the comet next 
month. 


"I have done a great deal of work on 


Halley's comet," he said today. "I be- 
lieve I am the first to predict the transit 
of the comet over the face of the sun. 
Science has had plenty of time to set a 
valuo on this particular sky visitor, and 
It offers nothing new to us in Its reap- 
pearance. 


"There Is absolutely no possibility of 


danger in the earth passing through the 
tall of the comet. |The body of 
the 


comet will pass between the earth and 
the sun. Now If it was a solid object 
like Mercury or Venus we would be able 
to discern It on the face of the sun. As 
it is, there may be an obscuration of the 
light of the sun, but It will not be per- 
cpetlble to the naked eye. 


"The comet will be visible to the naked 


eye about the middle of April, and will be 
seen in the morning sky. Perhaps it is 
not generally known that the comet Is 
several million times bigger than the 
sun, and some people might fear its com- 
ing on that account. It will be noted 


I with interest that this is the first time 


j the scientific world knew beforehand that 


I the earth was to pass through the tall of 
a comet. Whon the same happened in the 
sixties it was some time after 
it had 


transpired that It was discovered It had 
really occurred."

power of life and death over the mil- 
lionaires who own no capital and have 
to work. 


"It also accuses capital of political, 


ecclesiastic and academic 
ursurpa- 


tlon, of evading 
moral 
and 
civic 


responsibilities. 
None 
of 
these 


charges Is entirely false. 
They are 


true to a considerable extent. 
But 


In order to become a socialist 
you 


m'ust lose your confidence In our in- 
stitutions that have been built. You 
must also believe human nature cap- 
able of perfection and that environ- 
ment makes the 
man." 


Archbishop Farle» also regards socialism 


as a rr.enace. and for reasons similar to 
those of Dr. Kerby.
